Kentucky beef producers 
passed the referendum in fa¬ 
vor of creating the Kentucky 
Beef Checkoff. In a vote con¬ 
ducted at local Kentucky Co¬ 
operative Extension offices 
Thursday, November 20th, 
beef and dairy producers 
voted in favor of collecting 
an additional $1.00 per head 
sold. The final tally was 1,816 
in favor of the state checkoff 
and 1,423 against. Collec¬ 
tions of the state checkoff 
will begin April 1, 2015. 

Kentucky Cattlemen’s 
Association President, Steve 
Downs, is enthusiastic to get 
started, realizing the work re¬ 
ally begins now. “A tremen¬ 
dous thank you needs to be 
paid to all of the cattlemen 
and women that took the time 
to vote.

From The Bracken Record 
February 14, 1877 
A Hundred Years Ago 
In Kentucky 

One hundred years ago, 
prior to December 31, 1776. 
Kentucky was a portion of 
the county of Fincastle, in 
the state of Virginia, and 
embraced all the part which 
lies to the south of a line be¬ 
ginning on the Ohio River, 
at the mouth of the Great 
Sandy Creek, and running 
by the main northwesterly 
part thereof to the Great Lau¬ 
rel Ridge, or Cumberland 
Mountains; thence along 
said mountains to the line of 
North Carolina. 

One hundred years ago 
the fort of Harrodsburg was 
built on the hill now occu¬ 
pied by a school building; it 
then inclosed a large spring 
of water at the foot of the 
hill. 


One hundred years ago 
General George Rogers 
Clark came to Kentucky, and 
was placed in command of 
the “troops.” 

One hundred years ago 
the first female captives by 
Indians in Kentucky, were 
three daughters of Cols. 
Daniel Boone and Richard 
Calloway, from a canoe near 
Boonesborough. 

One hundred years ago 
the first marriage in Ken¬ 
tucky took place in the fort at 
Boonesborough; the parties 
were Samuel Henderson and 
Elizabeth Calloway. 

One hundred years ago 
Wm. Pongue cleared ground 
and raised com at the Cave 
Spring, near Harrodsburg. 

One hundred years ago, 
in the fall of 1776, the first 
wheat sown in Kentucky was 
a field of four acres, west of 
the fort at Harrodsburg.

According to a report is¬ 
sued on Tuesday, December 
9, 2014, by KSP Trooper Da¬ 
vid P. Jones, on Sunday, De¬ 
cember 7, 2014 at 5:23 p.m. 
the Bracken County Sheriff’s 
Office responded to a resi¬ 
dence on East Mary Ingles 
Highway in Augusta for a 
reported death. After arrival 
the Sheriff’s Office request¬ 
ed the assistance of Troop¬ 
ers from Post 6 to the loca¬ 
tion. Trooper Troy Brooks, 
Trooper Joseph Brown and 
Sergeant Brian McKinney 
along with Detective Charles 
Haselwood responded to the 
scene. 

Richard F. Weaver, 71 
years old, was found in the 
floor of the residence and 
was pronounced deceased by 
the Bracken County Coro¬ 
ner. Bradley R. Weaver, 34 
years old of Augusta, the son 
of Richard, was arrested and 
charged with Manslaugh¬ 
ter in this case. An autopsy 
was scheduled for later on 
Tuesday, December 9, 2014. 
Troopers were assisted at the 
scene by the Bracken County 
Sheriff’s Office, Bracken 
County EMS, and the Brack¬ 
en County Coroner. The case 
remains under investigation 
by Detective Haselwood.

Thoughts and Meditations 
from the Scriptures 


THE SECOND BIRTH 

So if anyone is in Christ, there is a new creation: 
everything old has passed away; see, everything has 
become new! 2 Corinthians 5:17 

The transforming power of spiritual experiences has 
made metaphors of birth or rebirth common in religious 
literature. Saint Paul’s conversion on the road to Damascus 
is perhaps the paradigm of being born again, but we see 
it throughout the Bible. In the Old Testament Jacob is 
renamed Israel after wrestling with God, surely a sign 
that he has been transformed in the process. But these 
transformations are not always so sudden or dramatic. 
Sometimes they take months or even years to occur, and 
while there is a tendency to be impressed by the sudden 
change when someone goes from being a profligate 
drunkard to a sober penitent overnight, usually these 
changes take time to occur and time to settle in. Perhaps 
it is better to think of conversion as an ongoing process of 
God working continuously to bring us as near to perfection 
as we are capable of. Those who are quickly converted are 
sometimes also quick to relapse into old habits, while those 
in whom God makes slow but steady progress may be more 
unswerving in their faith. Williams James remarks in ’’The 
Varieties of Religious Experience” that ’’The real witness 
of the spirit to the second birth is to be found only in the 
disposition of the genuine child of God, the permanently 
patient heart, the love of self eradicated.” The true test of 
the conversion experience, or of any religious experience, 
is the fruit which it bears. - Christopher Simon

We 
aren’t trying to stress you 
out, but it’s simply amazing 
how quickly the time goes 
which makes it all that more 
important to enjoy each day 
as it comes! We listened 
to Mr. Joel Osteen and he 
reminded us that 10% of what 
happens to us is just life. The 
other 90% is how we react to 
life’s happenings that make 
all the difference! Life is 
too short and we can choose 
to let others steal our joy by 
reacting negatively to life, or 
we can refuse to let life get in 
the way of our happiness by 
choosing to have an attitude 
of gratitude! We cannot 
control the events in our 
lives, but we can control how 
we choose to deal with those 
events, thus choosing to be 
unhappy or joyous!

Granted, it is not an easy 
task to ignore buckets of 
paint in the recycling trailer, 
but the good thing was that 
the buckets did not spill open 
and create a horrible mess for 
one of the new trailers! Paint 
is a definite no-no! Please do 
not put any type of liquids 
into the recycling trailers as 
it contaminates the whole 
load and creates unnecessary 
work for the Recycling Center 
employees. The paint in 
question was retrieved from 
the trailer that is parked on 
the Augusta Depot Lot on the 
weekend, taken to Foster on 
Monday morning, removed 


to Gertrude on Wednesday 
morning, generally emptied 
on Friday morning and back 
to Augusta. From the location 
of the paint, we think it was 
put in the trailer at Foster.

We appreciate everyone who 
obey the rules of recycling 
and who use the dumpsters 
as they are intended! 

Looking ahead to 
Christmas, the Recycling 
Center will be closed on 
December 24 and 25 and 
then again on December 31 
and January 1. As always, we 
will do our best to keep the 
trailers emptied and rotated, 
but we ask for your patience 
and cooperation during these 
holidays. Remember to keep 
smiling this week as you 
RECYCLE, REUSE and 
REDUCE to keep God’s earth 
clean, green and beautiful!

Panthers open new

The Augusta Panthers 
took the floor for the first 
time this season at Robertson 
County on Tuesday night, 
December 2nd.

“Green Dot” program implemented at AIS 



“Green Dot is a way 
to stop violence and give 
a voice to those who feel 
like they have no voice”, 
says Max Hargett - a stu¬ 
dent implementing the 
Green Dot strategy at Au¬ 
gusta Independent High 
School. Green Dot focus¬ 
es on taking care of each 
other while also teaching 
students active bystander 
intervention and how to re¬ 
set the norms around pow¬ 
er-based personal violence. 
Power-based personal vio¬ 
lence can include bullying, 
stalking, dating violence, 
harassment and sexual vio¬ 
lence. We know that a lot of 
people have been hurt and 
often thought that it was 
just a part of life, but what 
research tells us now is that 
violence is not inevitable. 
Research has proven that 
we as students and com¬ 
munity members have the 
ability to reduce violence 
or make it less likely that it 
happens in the first place. 
Augusta Independent High 


School is taking a proactive 
step to prevent violence and 
keep our community safe. 

Green Dot teaches indi¬ 
viduals how to recognize red 
dots, tiny moments in time 
when someone uses their 
words, actions, or behaviors 
to contribute to or tolerate 
violence. Red dots could be 
when someone hits someone, 
posts something nasty on so¬ 
cial media, or when someone 
walks away when they see 
violence. Once individu¬ 
als can recognize red dots, 
they learn about green dots, 
tiny moments in time when 
someone’s thoughts, actions, 
words or behaviors support 
non-violence or stop a red 
dot from happening. A Green 
Dot could be responding to 
red dot situation by safely 
intervening or getting sup¬ 
port from a friend or adult. 
A green dot can also be as 
simple as wearing a Green 
Dot button or posting about 
violence prevention on so¬ 
cial media to let those around 
you know you care about this 


issue. 

The Green Dot program 
originated at the University 
of Kentucky and was cre¬ 
ated by Dr. Dorothy Ed¬ 
wards. Recently Green Dot 
received some exciting re¬ 
search results regarding the 
effectiveness of Green Dot. 
The CDC study found that 
sexual perpetration was re¬ 
duced by over 50% and total 
perpetration of other forms 
of violence was reduced by 
over 40% in Kentucky high 
schools with Green Dot. 

Nick Ziedler, a senior 
at Augusta, was interviewed 
after the training to comment 
on how Green Dot has affect¬ 
ed him. Nick said, “just do it 
(green dots) because when 
you go home and think about 
it later on, you could have 
saved that person’s life”. 
Camryn Snapp was also in¬ 
terviewed after the training 
and said, “step up and do 
something about it, don’t 
just watch and leave - go tell 
a teacher or step in front of 
them and do something fun¬ 


ny”. Green Dot doesn’t tell 
you what to do, it just asks 
that you do something. 

Ally and Christy the 
Green Dot educators from 
Women’s Crisis Center are 
inspired by the commit¬ 
ment and dedication of the 
Augusta Independent stu¬ 
dents, staff and administra¬ 
tors. They will be returning 
to Augusta Independent to 
provide additional train¬ 
ings as well as participate 
in student led activities. 
They look forward to the 
continued partnership cre¬ 
ating a safer community.
